Tournament of Roses parade must 
pass the inspection of a censor 
before it falls into line, and any 
float hearing artificial flowers or 
foliage will be barred from par¬ 
ticipation in the big New Year’s 
Day pageant, it was announced 
today by directors of tlie tourna¬ 
ment association. 

The directors made it clear that 
every bud and blos.soni in the 
parade, as well as every hit of 
foliage must be nature’s own 
creatio’n. Dipped flowers will be 
regarded a.s artificial. 

A ban on bicycles also was an¬ 
nounced by the association. Pasa¬ 
dena’s fir.st annual Tournameiit of 
Ro.ses parade in 188!) was made 
up largely of decorated bicycles 
and hor.se-drawn vehicles.

I have been slighted the past season in the 
(cleaning of fire lines and tire bi-eaks. Ijook 
at the firebreak on the ridge above Clam¬ 
shell Canyon, running toward Monrovia. 
It has been scraped clean and afforded real 
fire protection during tlie dry season. Then 
look at the fire lines alxive Sierra Madre 
and .see the thick grass and 'weed growth 
where the brush was cut away. There was 
fine kindling for incipient fires. And the 
value of those fire lines for fighting fires 
wius greatly reduced. 

Planting young trees in the mountains 
is worth while and laudable. But it is 
perfectly usele^is unless the young trees 
are to be protected. Because sooner or 
later a brush fire will sweep the mountains 
and they will not come to maturity. But 
when thousands of young trees have been 
given a start, there is all the more reason 
for the utmost precaution against moun¬ 
tain fires. 

This is a case for federal aid. We 
may happen to get it and we may not. It 
is liest not left to chance.. It should he 
made the particular business of .some of¬ 
ficial to go after it. And then it should 
be followed up until the Sierra iVIadre 
mountains are given all the protection they 
are entitled to have.

Of none was this more strik- i 
ingly true than of the late Dr. 
James Mann Campbell, pastor of 
the Congregational Church from | 
1!)05 to 1!U2. For it was during i 
I his residence here that Dr. Camp-] 

’ bell did some of hi.s finest writing,' 
adding several to the li.st of books 
! which made his name familiar to 
readers of religious literature on. 
both sides of the Atlantic. 

' For this reason, as well as for 
the personal interest of tho.se who 
knew him, the appearance of Dr. 
'Campbell’s autobiography from 
the press of Doubleday, Doran and 
Co., is worthy of note here. The 
book is fittingly titled, “Trans¬ 
planted Heather,” the story of a 
I Scotch preacher in America. It 
' deserves a place along with the 
lives of Schurz, Uiis, Bok and 
' Pupin as picturing the life story 
'of men born in humble circum- 
, stances abroad and finding their 
native strength and ability assim- 
ilated in the development of 
.American life. 

Succes.sive chapters tell vivully 
' of early memories of humble vil¬ 
lage life on the shores of Loch 
Lommonil, apprenticeship as an 
engraver, student life at the Lni- 
versity of Glasgow where the 
author came under the influence 
of the great Dr. James Morison, 
his marriage, and then the long 
period of pa.storates and literary 
work in -America. He was for 
some time on the editorial staff 
of important publishing houses. 

Through sixty years of service. 
Dr. Campbell was never in charge 
of a large church. Hut his pas¬ 
torates in a succession of small 
churches exerteil a profound in¬ 
fluence, not only in the immetliate 
field but afar. For his counsel 
was sought by men who had the 
power to sway and to preside over 
great congregations. Twenty books 
and countless magazine articles 
stand to his credit. Among the 
most noted were “The Indwelling 
Christ,” “After Penteco.st, What?” 
“Paul, the Mystic,” and “The 
Place of Prayer in the Christian 
Religion.” Wherever he lived, the 
manse was a mecca for rtaxdcrs 
who had read his books, or come 
under the spell of his influence in 
other fields. .And it was so in 
Sierra Madre. 

The story includes a chapter on 
Sierra Madre and others on Dr. 
Campbell’s later pastorates. A re¬ 
markable feature of the book is 
the fact that it was dictated by 
him after he has lost his sight in 
his last years, as were .some of 
his other works. He pas.sed away 
at Claremont in 1920 at the age 
of 80 years. j

R. H. Ballard, president of the 
Southern California Edison Co., 
has announced that the board of 
directors of the company has ap¬ 
proved a budgt't of $29,260,214 for 
the year 1929. These expenditures 
will be largely for re-enforcement 
and extension of the distributing 
sy.stem and will be a part of the 
$130,000,000 expansion program 
outlined by the company for the 
next five years. 

“We are on the eve of a tre¬ 
mendous expansion in the com¬ 
mercial application of electricity,” 
sxid Mr. Ballard, “our company 
has reached the point where major 
activities for the next few years 
will be the extension of our dis¬ 
tribution sypstem for the service 
of our customers. 

“During the present year, the 
fir.st uniler our new program 
which we term the ‘commercial 
era,’ we have sold 300,000 horse 
power of electricity in new busi¬ 
ness, an increase of forty per cent 
over the previous year. The plans 
for 1929 call for 375,000 horse 
power in new business. 

“For the pa.st 25 years our 
energies have been concentraten 
on problems of plant construction 
and general finance. Thr>se <le- 
partinents now rest on very strong 
foundations, enabling us to take 
advantage of the expansive char¬ 
acter of the times. 

“When an increaseil generating 
capacity is deman<led to keep 
abreast with this expansion we 
can meet the demand by additions 
to our present hydro and steam 
plants. The aim of the company 
will be to keep safely ahead of 
the demand for electric energy.” 

The 1929 appropriations will be 
spent in Southern California. A 
new general office building in Los 
.Angeles will be constructed at a 
cost of $2,500,000. 

With the completion <luring the 
past year of the fifth of a .senes 
of hydro-electric power plants as 
a part of the Rig Creek project in 
the High Sierras, the company 
now has a capacity of 460,000 
horse power of electric energy 
from this source. Other water 
power plants and the steam gen- 
oratinj' plants at Beach 

furnish an inter-connected gene¬ 
rating capacity of 1.061,000 horse
